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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment of claims 7, 10, 12, and 15 in the reply filed on February 14, 
2007 is acknowledged. 

2. Applicant's cancellation of claims 8, 13, 16, and 17 in the reply filed on February 14, 
2007 is acknowledged. 

3. Applicant's addition of claim 1 8 in the reply filed on February 14, 2007 is acknowledged. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

4. The terminal disclaimer filed on February 14, 2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 
6,685,745 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Non-Responsive Amendment 

5. The reply filed on February 14, 2007 are not fiiUy responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

a. With regards to independent claim 7 (the only independent claim in the instant application), 
newly added claim limitation "a channel disposed between the external surface and the internal 
surface'' is drawn towards non-elected species D which is embodied in Figure 8C (see Election 
of Species Requirement mailed on July 31, 2006). As stated in paragraph 0054 of the instant 
application: "In another embodiment, shown in FIGS. SC-SE, the ports 115 may be in fluid 
communication with a fluid channel 190 located between the external surface 126 and the 
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internal surface 128 of the first segment 120 . The fluid channel 190 extends within a region of 
the first segment 120 labeled Fin FIG. 8A. FIG. SC is a cross-sectional view of the first 
segment 120 taken along a line within this region, and FIGS. 8D and 8E are cross-sectional 
views taken along lines that are distal and proximal to this region, respectively. The medical 
professional may coat the external surface 126 by injection of the agent into an inlet channel 
185 that extends from the distal end 124 of the first segment 120 to the fluid channel 190.'' 
b. The Applicant elected (see Response filed on August 30, 2006), with traverse, to prosecute 
Species C (embodied in Figure 8A).
